And whereas, from the power vested in the Trustees and Commissioners 
of Turnpike Roads, of compounding for tlie Tolls to be taken thereon, 
the Funds thereof have been considerably lessened, the Ro^s injured and 
•gone to decay, and tlie Property of the Creditor rendered insecure : 



And whereas, from the narrow and ill constructed Wheels now in use, 
the Roads cannot be kept in constant and thorough repair, and the Pro- 
visions and Regulations for the encouragement of Broad Wheels have 
failed ; and further Provisions are necessary : 



And whereas an Act w'as made in Ireland in the thirteenth and four- Act 13 
teenth year of Ilis present Majest}', for enforcing a due execution of the 
S Laws relative to Turnpike Roads in Ireland', and an Act was made in 

Ireland in the nineteenth and twentieth year of Jlis present Majesty, for 19.10 G. ill. 
further enforcing a due execution of the Law's reflating to Turnpike Roads 
in Ireland : 

And whereas the 6rst, second, third, fourth, and ninth Sections of ad, 3d, 4th, 
the said recited Act of the thirteenth and fourteenth of His present 
Majesty, and first, second, third, fourth, and fifth Sections of the said 
-rccited Act of the nineteenth and -twentieth of His present Majesty, have ith&stSct. 
•become in some instances unnecessarily onerous, and in ptiicrs nugatory and 
337 * inefficient, 
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inefficient, most of the Turnpike Roads of Ireland being exempted by 
special Provisions from their operation ; and it would be of considerable 
utility if the said recited Sections were repealed : 

And whereas there are dangerous Gripes, Holes and Drains, by the sides 
of several Turnpike Roads in Ireland, which require to be filled ; and otlier 
Provisions are necessary to be made for that purpose :

Cities and Or be construed to extend, to prevent Trustees or Commissioners of Turn- 
pike Roads to compound for such Sum or Sums as to them shall seem 
reasonable, for tlie Tolls payable at any Gate erected or hereafter to be 
erected within of any City, Borough or Town Cor- 

porate.

it shall and may be lawful to and for the Trustees or Commissioners of any 
Turnpike Road in Ireland, and they are hereby empowered and required, to 
demand and take for every Horse or other Beast of Draught, drawing 
any Cart or Car the Wheels whereof shall be of a less breadth than 
Inches, or having Streaks or Shoeings set on or fastened so as that 
the Nails, Bolts or Screws, shall project beyond the surface of such 
Streaks or Shoeings respectively, or the Axletree whereof shall be so fixed 
as to turn round with the Wheels thereof, the Tolls 

which they are respectively entitled to demand and take by any Act now 
in force ; any thing to the contrary hereof notwithstanding. 

Surveyor* to And be it further Enacted, That from 

Lands for it shall and may be lawful for the Surveyor or Surveyors of any Turnpike 
to Ireland, to enter or cause to be entered any Field or other Inclosure 

Gripes, &c. (not being a Garden, Orchard, Plantation, planted Avenue or Park, in- 
closed by a Wall of lime and stone feet high) and to fill there- 5 

from any Gripe, Hole, or Drain, situate between the Fence of said Inclosure 
and any Turnpike Road.
